The mayor said the Japanese 
would be permitted to return to 
their jobs when the war ended. He 
said that although they were Am- 
erican-born, it was impossible to 
determine if they had registered at 
the Japanese consulate as “dual 
citizens.” 


The Los Angeles county board of 
supervisors meanwhile unanimously 
adopted a resolution asking removal 
of 13,391 Japanese aliens from Los 
Angeles county to inlatd areas. 


Declaring that presence of Jap- 
anese forms a potential menace to 
war industries, the board said truck 
gardens in the vicinity of the Long 
Beach naval air base and near air- - 
craft plants were operated by Jap- 
anese.

PERSONAL EXEMPTIONS AND 
CREDIT FOR DEPENDENTS 

Domestic relations enter into the’! 
making of an income tax return.' 
This shows itself in the matter of 
personal exemptions. Too many tax- 
payers do not understand who is 
legally the head of a family, or) 
what is a dependent. As a conse- 
quence, they overpay the Govern- 
ment by not claiming their proper 
exemptions and credits. Of course, 
the audit of their returns discloses 
most of these errors, but not all of 
them, that are due to negligence or | 
lack of understanding of the in- | 
come-tax law and regulations. 

Care is taken in drafting the in- 
structions for filling out the forms 
to make them simple and easily un-| 
derstood. The taxpayer should study 
these instructions before 
out his or her return, | 

The head of a family, as defined 
by the income-tax regulations, is 
an individual who actually supports | 
and maintains in one household one | 
or more individuals who are closely | 
connected to him by blood relation- 
ship, relationship by marriage or by 
adoption, and whose right to exer- 
cise family control and provide for 
these dependent individuals is based 
upon some moral or legal obliga- 
tion. As such, he or she is entitled 
to a personal exemption of $1500. 

A credit of $400 is allowed for 
each dependent. A dependent is one 
under 18 years of age, or one who |

If husband and wife contribute to 
the support of a dependent, the $400 
credit may be taken by the one con- 


_tributing the chief support, and it 
‘may not be divided between them. 


Likewise, if two members of a fam- 
ily contribute to the support of a 
dependent, the one who contributes 
more than one-half of the sup- 
port may claim the credit. 

‘Both the personal exemption and 
the credit for dependents must be 
prorated when the status of the tax- 
payer changed during the year, ex- 
cept where the taxpayer is eligible 
and elects to determine his tax at 
the optional rates with the use of 
the simplified Form 1040A. 

If the taxpayer occupies the sta- 
tus of the head of a family solely 
by reason of the existence of one 
or more dependents for whom he 
would otherwise be entitled to the 
credit of $400, the credit of $400 
in respect of one of such depend- 
ents is not allowable. For example 
a widower who occupies the status 
of a head of a family solely by rea- 
son of the fact that he is maintain- 
ing a home for two dependent 
children under 19 years of age is 
entitled to the credit of $400 allow- 
ed for one such dependent, and the 
credit for the other dependent is not 
allowable.

Niodern Betsy Ross, Artist in Needlecraft, Makes All Army Fiags 


Leisy Ross, 1942 


The year 1942 marks the 165th 
anniversary of the adoption of the 


Stars and Stripes, today a battle- 


flag proudly carried by American | 
armed forces in every continent — 


‘on the globe. 

| In January, 1777, the American 
' people, elated by General Wash- 
ington’s recent victories at Tren- 


ton and Princeton, were seeking 


an emblem for the new nation. 


The Congress on June 14 follow- | 


ing adopted a resolution provid- 
ing for a flag of 13 alternate red 
and white stripes with 


stars on a-=blue field. And then 


the inspiring story of Betsy Ross | 


who made the first Star-Spangled 
Banner in her little upholstery 
shop in Arch Street, Philadelphia. 

Today the modern Betsy Ross 
still sews in Philadelphia—-any 
one of hundreds of women skilled 
in needlecraft. She plies her art 
in the Philadelphia Quartermas- 
ter Depot where all the flags used 
by the United States Army are 
made. 


Story of Betsy Ross 


Betsy Ross was born January 
1, 1752, and died January 30, 1836, 
but it was not until a third of a 
century after her death that the 
legend of her handiwork in the 
making of the first flag became 
generally known. One of her de- 
scendants, W. J. Canby, related 
the incident before the Historical 
Society of Pennsylvania in 1870 
and since then she has been ex- 
alted as a national heroine. 

The modern Betsys take keen 
pride in their work. Many have 
reached the highest perfection in 
the art of embroidery, in design- 
ing and the blending of colors. 
Nameless though they are to mil-

lions of people who are thrilled 
by the sigit of glorious banners 
fashioned from their delicate 
stitches, they are rewarded by the 
knowledge that the flags they 
have wrought are today the sig- 
nals of liberty and freedom afar 
amid the fogs of Iccland and in 
the battlesmoke of the Philip- 
pines. 


The most stirring sight at the 
Quartermaster Depot is the mak- 
ing of the flag. After thorough 
inspection of the cloth to insure 
that it comes up to rigid specifica- 
tions, the bunting is marked and 
cut with an electrically driven 
‘cutting machine into strips of two 
lengths for making the flag. One 
hundred strips are cut in a single 
operation. The blue field for the 
stars is cut in the same manner. 
The material for stars is stamped 
out with a steel-cutting die on an 
electric-driven stamping machine. 
The alternate red and_ white 
stripes are joined together on a 
double-needle sewing machine. 


Each blue bunting field is care- 
fully marked for its stars, and 
the stars are stitched on with a 
special machine that produces a 
zig zag stitch. Other operations 
complete the making of the flag 
of the United States. 

The manufacture of silk colors 
and standards is a specialized art 
at the Philadelphia Quartermas- 
ter Depot. The stripes and field 
are cut by hand but the stars are 
made of solid embroidered silk on 
a Swiss hand embroidering ma-

chine. The blue fields are placed 
in frames on @ machine provided 
with many needles and these turn 
out a stitch resembling hand em- 
broidery, both sides alike. 


Regimental Standards 


Regimental colors and stand- 
ards, with their coats-of-arms and 


| mottoes, each distinctive unto its 


own military unit, are embroid- 
ered by hand. As many as 30 
different shades of silk thread are 
used in embroidering each flag. 
This calls for exceptional skill 
and care to produce the predeter- 
mined designs in their exact 
blending of shades. All designs 
are passed upon by technical ex- 
perts in the office of the Quar- 
termaster General. 

Proudest moment of the Phila- 
delphia flag makers is when they 
receive an order for the colors 
carried as a symbol representing 
the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy of the United 
States—the President. This color 
has a blue background in the cen- 
ter of which is embroidered the 
seal of the President. There is 
one white star in each corner of 
the flag, representing his grade 
as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy. This color has 
gold and silver fringe on three 
sides, and also has a cord and 
tassel secured immediately below 
the flagstaff headpiece, consisting 
of a gold-hued, spread eagle. The 
design of this flag was established 
by Executive Order of President 
Woodrow Wilson on May 29, 1916.

The Red army, continuing its 
gains on the eastern front, report- 
ed capture of the important railroad 
town of “B,” which was believed to 
be Bryansk on the front southwest 
of Moscow, although it might be 
Byelgorod, north of Kharkov. 

Capture of either town would be 
important in the Russian effort to 
break up the enemy winter defense 
line southwest of Moscow and close 
a big pincers on Smolensk.
